Only once or twice did 
the throng surge forward so as to 
stay for a moment the passage of 
the motors. No windows wer eé 
bioken. 


HUNDREDS OF THOUSANDS 


The crowd possessed itself with a 
patience passing understanding. More 
than an hour before the body was 
taken to the church from the under- 
taking establishment men and women 
stood in thickening mass. For 
more than as long after the body had 
been taken back to the funeral 
church they waited patiently in 
Broadway, expecting the return of 
the cortege, which had been routed, 
instead, back up Broadway. 

Nor did the crowd protest when it 
was barred from a glimpge of its 
celebrities—when the biack-clad Pola 
Negri rode behird drawn curtains;

FASCISTS BAN 
POPULAR RULE 


Mussolini Extends Podesta 
to All Towns 


Citizens Deprived of Right of 
Franchise 


Gives Central Government 
Fuller Control 


ROME. Aug. 30. election 
of municipal officers by popular 
suffrage, allowed since the Kingdom 
of Italy was founded in 1870, was 
abolished today by the Fascist gov- 
ernment. This change was effected 
by the adoption by the Council of 
Ministers under the presidency of 
Premier Mussolini of a decree extend- 
ing the Podesta system to every city, 
town and village in Italy. This sys- 
tem consists of the rule of an of- 
ficial appointed by the central gov- 
ernment. It already obtains in 7341 
towns of less than 5000 population 
and also in town considered health 
resorts and those in the earthquake 


zone. 

About 1700 places are affected by 
the new decree. Rome and Naples 
alone are excepted. Rome remains 
under a special type of administra- 
tion with the governor, and Napies 
remains under the rule of a high 
commissioner. Neither city has any 
elected officials, however. 

CHARGE ‘DED 

“The general favor with which the 
Podesta system was accepted,” says 
the Council of Ministers in promul- 
gating the decree, “shows that the 
people are convinced that the choice 
of administrators of autonomous en- 
tities—towns,. cities, provinces—by 
popular suffrage, has outlived its day 
and that the elective system should 
be by cne which responds 
more readily to modern vonditions.” 

The fret Podesta decree, which 
was adopted in February of this 
year, was experimental, itis explained, 
and the success it achieved in the 
emall towns has convinced the gov- 
ernment that the system is ap- 
plicable to all municipalities. 

Another reason for the adoption 
of the Podesta system, it is said, is 
the smooth with which it will 
fupction with the new syndical or- 
ganization, which it is intended 
closely to bind the administration 
of communes. This will give the 
central government two avenues of 
control, diréct and indirect. 

In cities of more than 20.000 pop- 
ulation the Governor or Pcdesta will 
be sided by one or two Vice-Gover- 
nors end sa Consulta or a Council 
graded in size according to the im- 
portance of the city.. The members 
of the Council] will be appointed 
elther by the Prefect of the com- 
mune or by the Minister of the In-
